MOVEMENT TO HAVE 
THE BOBTAIL INDIAN 
RESERVE COLONIZED 


An important resolution was dis- 
cussed at the colonization meeting at 
Ponoka on Saturday afternoon, per- 
taining to acquisition of some 7000 
acres of land, known as the Bobtail 
Indian reserve. It was pointed out 
that only some seven families reside 
on said land, and that for a monetary 
consideration they could be induced 
to move to the Samson reserve, and 
the money received from the sale 
be paid over to the Samson Indians. 
After a short discussion, the resolu- 
tion was carried by an unanimous 
vote, and the department of Indian 
affairs were strongly recommended 
to take steps to have the lands sold 
to parties who would become bona 
fide resident settlers.

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NORTH ALBERTA 
RIVERS RAMPAGE 


Edmonton, April 29.—-Four more 
bridges across Alberta streams have 
fone out as a result of the spring 
break-up, They are the bridges over 
the Battle river southwest of Ponoka 
the Paddle river, south of Greencourt, 
the Willow Creek east of Gadsby, 
and the Big Knife creek, north of 
Gadsby. The Battle and Paddle river 
bridges were 60 foot spans and will 
“be rebuilt in steel. High water and 
floating ice were responsible for the 
sweep-outs in all cases, according to 
reports that have come to the depart: 
ment of public works. Steps will be 
taken at once toward re-building, 


INDIANS INCREASE IN 
PRAIRIE PROVINCES 


The Indian population of the prairie 
provinces of Canada continued to in- 
crease during the last year according 
to the department of Indian affairs. 
Recent computations show that the 
number of Indians on reserves is 
31,304, distributed as follows: Mani- 
toba, 11,775; Saskatchewan, 10,466; 
Alberta, 9,063. During the year there 
were 1,182 births on these reserves 
and 814 deaths, a natural increase in 
population of 368. The addition to 
the above figures of the numbers of 
Indians in the bands in the far nor- 
‘thérn “parts “of the ‘praltie” provinces, 
some of which are not yet under 
treaty, brings the total estimated In- 
dian population of the prairie prov- 
inces to nearly 35,000. 

The continued increase of these 
wards of the government is interest- 
ing evidence that in Canada at least 
the Indians are no longer a “vanish- 
ing race.” 


Successes in grain grow- 
ing and cattle raising have been out- 
standing features of the progress of 
the Indians in recent years. Their 
advancement and growing prosperity 
have brought about a much improved 
mode of living and there is every 
prospect that the Indians will event- 
ually be entirely self-supporting.—Re- 
sources. 
ALBERTA HAS SOLD ALFALFA 
SEED TO DENMARK FARMERS 


Lethbridge, April 30.—The sale of 
Grimm's alfalfa seed, grown in the 
Brooks district, and shipped to Den- 
mark, is claimed as an other “feath- 
er” in Alberta’s cap. For some time 
past, experiments have been carried 
on in Denmark with this particular 
seed. 

So successful have these been that 
the Danish growers purchased — two 
carloads, representing 5,000 pounds. | 
The Danish farmers would have taken | 
twice that amount had it been avuail- 
able, but owing to United States 
srowers placing large orders, the lo- 
cal seedmen have not been able to 
keep up with the demand, Growers 
of Grimm alfalfa seed have been paid} 
$40 an aere clear for their product.

Steps Which Led Up to Union of Four Provinces

Reters to Loyalty of Foreign Born Set- 


lers Who Are Expected to Join With Canadian 
Born in the Three Day Celebration. 


The Kiwanians and friends who at- 
tended the luncheon Tresday evening 
were very much interested in the ad- 
dress which was delivered by John 
D. Hunt, clerk of the executive coun- 
cil of Alberta. He took as his sub- 
ject “Confederation,” and traced the 
different steps which led up to the 
union of the four provinces in 1867, 
and the joining of the other provinces | 
at later dates. He contrasted confed- 
eration as we have it in Canada, 
with the union of the United States, 
In the United Kingdom there is a one- 
ness—one parliament; the sovereign- 
ity of the King; and absolute power 
remains in parliament, whereas the 
fundamental laws of the United States 
are positive, but can be overridden 
by Congress or any other power. The 
British laws are more flexible than 
those of the U.S. 

We have also a cooperative union 
where the great countries forming 
the British Empire meet and great 
strides have been made in advance- 
ment. No one is bound at these con- 
ferences except through loyalty and 
respect for the King, and loyalty to 
the British constitution. 

Mr. Hunt referred to the political ! 


conditions in Lower and Upper Can- 
ada which brought about the passing 
of the British North America act in 
1867, when Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick were 
brought into confederation, They 
were given control of their natural 
resources, but when Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan and Alberta were brought 
into the union in later years, the re- 
sources were withheld. At the time 
Alberta and Saskatchewan joined, 
the provincial governments were more 
anxious to get the cash subsidy than 
the resources, expecting to later get 
full value for the resources, 


It is suggested that the Diamond 
Jubilee celebration, which take 
place this summer be held on June 
29, 30 and July Ist. A patriotic pro- 
gram will be given on Friday, while 
Saturday will be largely sports, and 
the exercises on Sunday will be reli- 
gious or united open air meetings, 

Mr. Hunt concluded by referring to 
the loyalty of the foreign born set. 
tlers, and was certain that they 
would join with the Caandians on 
July 1st with ag much loyalty and 
patriotism as they would if the cele- 
bration was being held in their na- 
tive land.

winter and precipitation last Septem- 
ber.and October, but during the month 


or Amil there’ has been more than’ 


normal rainfall, and all sections have 
sufficient moisture to carry the crop 
until at least the end of May. 
Numbers of the farmers started to 
work on the land in Manitoba on 
April 25, but frost and rain interfer- 
ed. Conditions improved the middle 
of the week, and considerable plow- 
ing, harrowing and discing on higher 
and better drained land was done, 
also a small amount of seeding, but 
the latter only in spots, During the 
week-end rain fell more or less gen- 
erally over the province, further de- 
laying operations. In excessively wet 
areas the late season will probably 
mean some culling down in wheat 
acreage,and substituting of oats and 
barley, Seed grain is plentiful but hay 
scarce and costly. Fall rye came 
through the winter more favorably 
than usual and is showing green. 


Good weather with drying winds 
prevailed in Saskatchewan all week, 
and seeding was begun in several 
sections of the province and would 
have been general everywhere today 
but for the rain during the week-end 
over the central and northwest por- 
tions. Under favorable conditions 
operations will be generally resumed 
by Wednesday or Thursday of this 
week. Conditions of soil {fs excellent 
and seed will get away to a good 
start when the weather warms up. 
Fall rye is showing quite green and 
there is no report of any being winter 
killed, 

Considerable seeding was dore dur: 
ing the week in Alberta, Seeding of 
wheat was general from the United 
States border to Innisfail; from this 
point north conditions have been too 
wet and little or no work has been 
done, During the past week-end light 
snow and rain fell in some portions, 
delaying seeding operations for a few 
days. Seeding is well advanced {n 
some districts of southern Alberta, 
as much as forty or fifty per cent of 
wheat already being in the ground. 
Heavy wind caused some soil drift- 
ing in the south, ‘Land {s now in good 
shape for cultivation and much break- 
ing will be done throughout the prov- 
ince. It is predicted that the increase 
in acreage between Medicine Hat 
and Lethbridge will be at least fifty 
per cent over last year. 

Conditions are backward in British 
Columbia as in the prairies, being two 
or three weeks later than last year. 
Winter rain and snowfall on the 
coast and in the interior have been 
average, assuring ample moisture for 
an ordinary growing season, Apart 
from previously reported frost dam- 
age, fruit trees are healthy and free 
from pests, Apricots and pears are 
in bloom in the Okanagan, About 1600 
acres in the Okanagan will be devot- 
ed to tobacco growing this year, tho 
provinclal government appropriating 
six thousand dollars for this develop- 
ment,

Here and There 


Nineteen ex-service men’s families, 
sent out to Canada by the British 
Empire Service League, arrived at 
Quebec recently on the Canadian 
Pacific liner “Montrose.” These 
families, totalling in all about 100 
persons, have been carefully select- 
ed and have been given training at 
the Ministry of Labor’s Training 
Farm at Brandon, Suffolk, England. 
The men will carry on farming in 
the Western part of the Dominion. 


A unique “Seeing Canada” ex- 
pedition will set out from Ottawa 
on August 4 this year to visit the 
principal points of interest in the 
provinces from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. The party to make the 
tour will include a selected number 
of delegates to the World’s Poultry 
Congress, to be held at Ottawa in 
July. Practically all the nations of 
the world will be represented, and 
the party will journey first to the 
eastern part of the Dominion over 
the Canadian Pacific lines. 


Record wool clip and wheat out- 
put for the past year have placed 
Australia in a condition of pros- 
perity that was never so great as 
at present, according to J. M. Myres, 
correspondent of the London “Daily 
Telegraph,” when interviewed at the 
headquarters of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway in Montreal recently 
on his way from the Commonwealth 
to England. He estimated that the 
exports from Australia had prob- 
ably reached a record figure. 


The farthest north settlement in 
the world, Bache peninsula, is cheer- 
ed by radio programmes. Situated 
in the Arctic Ocean, 750 miles above 
the Arctic circle, this far-flung out- 
post is situated ten and one-half de- 
grees off the North Pole. Here there 
is a post of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, the garrison con- 
sisting of Sergeant Joy, two con- 
stables, and a few Eskimos. From 
November to March they do not see 
sunlight. Their one great pleasure is 
in listening to radio programmes 
from the outside world. 


A unique musical event will take 
place at the Chateau Frontenac, 
Quebec, May 20 to 22, when a folk 
song and handicraft festival will be 
held.” The songs will be sung by 
local singers, famous for their 
knowledge of traditional airs of Old 
Quebec. French-Canadian folk sones 
are gaining in popularity through- 
out the country sinee so many of 
them have been translated into Eng- 
lish by John Murray Gibbon, of 
Montreal. Charles Marchand, one 
of the outstanding interpreters of 
these old-time songs, will figure 
prominently at the coming musical 
festival. 

President Coolidye’s natal State, 
Vermont, has been brought vividly to 
the attention of the Middle West, On- 
tario and Quebee by a special train, 
known as the Vermont Maple Sugar 


Special, which has been touring the 
western states and which visited 
Ontario and Quebee in the latter 
part of April, carrying special ex- 
hibit of Vermont products and also 
a car of Canadian Pacific exhibits. 
Governor John KE, Weeks, Vermont’s 
chief executive, and Mrs. Weeks, 


together with his staff, the United 
States Senator for Vermont, and 
many other State legislators and 
representatives of leading business 
interests, were aboard the train 
during its extend#d tour. 

Sidelights on the Chinese situa- 
tion were thrown by travellers from 
a trip around the world, who arrived 
at the Windsor street station in 
Montreal recently, on the last lap 
of their journey. They were: Har- 
rison Williams, well-known public 
utilities financier of New York: Paul 
Cravath, general counsel of the Mis- 
souri Pacifie Railroad; and Colonel 
R. B. Worgan, of the Indian army, 
who had joined the trip at Madras. 
Mr. Cravath was in Shanghai, his 
arrival corresponding with the cap- 
ture of the city by the Nationalist
